Meaning of Cataract 


A cataract is, as the term is 
most commonly employed by phy­ 
sicians. a blurring, or opacity, of 
the lens of the eye. Most of them 
occur in elderly people, although 
ore form occurs in very young 
children, in faci, can be seen at 
birth, the congenital cataract. But 
this is a special type. 
What causes the usual type of 
cataract in the older person is un­ 
known. One cheerful oculist writes 
that it should be considered no 
more abnormal than graying hair 
to which it bears more than a 
superficial resemblance. Personal-

The important fact for those in 
the cataract age to know is that 
they should not let the condition 
go on indefinitely. They are apt, 
as I said above, to be rery dis­ 
couraged when vision begins to 
dim, and shy about admitting it. 
Thus they put off visits to a doctor 
and when a cataract has existed 
a long time it does further damage 
to the eye, and vision is irrepar­ 
ably impaired. 
The comparison of the eye to the 
camera is always apt because the 
eye was the inventor's model lur 
the camera. The retina corre­ 
sponds to the sensitive plate on 
which the image is recorded. The 
lens of the eye is the same as the 
lens of the camera aud that is 
what becomes opaque in the case 
of cataract. 


Early Treatment Important 


If a cataract in a human eye is 
allowed to go on long enough the 
retina also degenerates. Just as 
the films for your camera do: you 
will notice that a roil of film is 
labelled to the effect that you must 
expose it bef re such and such a 
date: the comparison holds. 
The early symptoms of cataract, 
the way tile patient can rarogn.ze 
it, depends on where th* opacity 
begins. If it begins in th* middle 
of the lens, the vision w ill rapidly 
become very bad. which is really a 
piece of good luck because it sends 
the patient to a doctor early. Opac­ 
ity beginning around the edge of 
the lens brings blurring at toe 
periphery of vision. 
Other signs are that glasses sud­ 
denly become too weak or too 
strong. The latter phenomenon is 
popularly known as second sight 
and the person is able to discard 
his glasses and read without them.

Germany and the amiable Muencheners of south Germany. 
Pf rhapa the impressions I got then of a defeated people were 
propaganda. A come-on

But today in the sixth year of the most vicious

Everything was moving—fast Ever, the feet of the Munich hotel 
ki t per as, bowing and smiling, he led us into the biggest hotel room 
I ve ever seen. 
I have forgotten the name of the hostelry But I shall never for­ 
get the thickness or the ’■m-th of the red velvet curtains that 
chaped our wmeows, Of the Cutti:*eb# of the eiderdown comforter

rolled neatly at the foot of a bed big enough for a feudal baron and 
his guests 
Berlin, I hated. The Berliners were too ingratiating. Too terribly 
anxious to please. Unter den Linden was not the fabulous boulevard 
of my imagination. Its famous trees were diseased. Its look was 
bleak. Its men leered openly fiom behind set faces. Its women, the 
ones who haunted the street, were 
shall I say—overeager? 
Berlin had a defeated air. But it was not dead. The streets were 
clean. And, as I said before, there wa* an omnipresent atmosphere 
of activity. Plus a strong feeling of the military. 
The waiter who picked you out a bottle of Uebfr&umilch of a 
good vintage clicked his heels when he had taken your order. Simple 
pedestrians marched rather than walked. The children carried their 
heads high, their backs straight. Uke puppets. Especially the young 
ones. Munich was lighthearted. Well endoctrinated propaganda for 
the Amerikaner? Likely so. But we did enjoy its music. Its beer 
halls. 
The food was superb, too. 
The German people of the post-VVorld War I era struggled to 
please not only the American tourists, they struggled to please of- 
ficial visitors A member of a group of midshipmen 
sent from Annapolis on a graduation cruise told me 
Hospitality 
later that everywhere in Germjny he and his class­ 
mates who wore the uniform of the enemy were 
treated not as conquerors but as welcome guests. 
Certainly there was no sincerity in hospitality such 
as this. Or in the careful treatment we received Such receptions 
proved rather that Germany wished to snow the world she was not 
completely vanquished. Nor temporarily flat on her back. To me, 
personally, her attitude said she had not lost that strong racial 
characteristic—efficiency. 
I can’t believe that the efficiency of the Germans has ever been 
overrated. It is an efficiency frequently fiendish It must not be for­ 
gotten by the United Nations peacemaker*.
